Crippled Woman Struggles Along
With Heavy Burden.

Suddenly mado custodian of a tomb¬
stone at the Brooklyn bridge entronco
yesterday morning about two o'clock,
Policeman .Bchllp gazod at a crippled
woman who had struggled across Park
Row under Its heavy burden' and ques¬
tioned her. Mrs. Delia Doran Is tho wo¬
man's name. And she makes ? scanty
living by selling nowspapere In City Halt
Park.
"It o the least 1 can do for poor 'Eddy,'

my husband," she said. "He was a good
man, and never a day did lie let mo
work «o loner ns ho lived. You remem¬
ber him, officer. He painted lots ot theso
signs around tho bridge. When lie died.
it's eights months, or more.I hnd barely
enough to bury him In Calvary.

"I often thought that 'Eddy ought to
havo something1 above him to show where
he lay, but I only make enough to pay
tho rent, and get a bit to nit. Hut to¬
day I saw Nooke, the bootblack, In Cham¬
bers. Street, working on hie piece of mar¬
ble. He said ho wnnted to put It over
his uncle,' out in Evergreens, but hie
mother «aid It was not fine enough, Ho
gave It to tao,'«pod boy thotlio is, when
I asked for it tor Eddy's grave. May bo
I'll make a little m'oro money when the
subway Is done, and then I'll have It
cut Into a, cross and put 'Rest* on It nnd
'Eddy's' name, and I'll be happy then,"

both for the total amount of monoy In
circulation and the amount per capita.
For the second time In the financial his¬
tory of the country tho treasury experts
figure on a per capita circulation In· ex¬
cess of $31 on the first day of a month.
On May 1 last this was first done, tho
per capita circulation being estimated at
two cents above $31. June und July fail¬
ed to keep up to this recorl. but August
1 establishes a new one of $31.06. ?

The total amount of money in circula¬
tion On August 1st is given ns $2,oiß,5S9,f/)3
which is $13,044.368 more tnnn the total
on May £'· During the, month of July
thero was a decrease In tho amount of
money in circulation oí every form ex¬
cepting gold certificates; .thoy advanced
by no less than 136,057,600., and exceeded
the reduction In the other forms of money
by $2d,437.9?<?. Compared with August, 1,
1103, there was a gain shown.In five forms
of money,, while there were fewer silver
dollars,'treasury notes of 1L90 and grcei>
backs, or United States notes, in circula¬
tion on .the latter date than on the. former.

OUT MORE CHECKS

Restoration of Buffalo Woman's
Money Gomes as a God¬

Charles M. Schwab Is restoring $2,000,000
that had been Invested In his· concerns
by persons who were led to make their
Investments through any/.Btatements that
he may have made, Is already being verl-
fJed.

It was learned that he had mailed a

check for $260.000 to Mrs. Benjamin Wood,
who took shipbuilding stock In return
for a share of the fortune that was left
her. Mrs. Wood was In Saratoga, when. It
Is said, she received Mr. Schwab's check,
and late this afternoon she returned to
this city. In addition to this, & dispatch
received from Buffalo to-rilght stated that
two checks from Charles M. Schwab,
amounting to $35,250, reimbursements for
financial losses sustained In the failure
of tho shipbuilding trust, have been
mailed to Buffalo people from the steel
magnate's Office In (New York! The
checks are expected here to-day. Ono
check of $21.250 to Mrs. Sophie Earl
Owens, who did needle work in Buffalo
for years/will come to her as a Godsend.
It represents every dollar the woman

possesses. She Invested her savings for
years In the shipbuilding trust, and had
given It up for lost until to-day,, when she
heard of Mr. Schwab having' sent the
check. '."»'.
The other checks of $14,000 will go to

the estate ol William C. 'Bryant, who,
before his death five years ago, was Buf¬
falo's leading lawyer.

OPENED FIRE ON
A GAMP-MEETING

Desperadoes-Cause Panic Among
Worshippers at.Prayer.
Robbed a Number.

BRIQGBVILLE. DEL., Aug. 9..Eight

of tne eleven negro prisoners who re¬
cently escaped from tho Georgetown jail,
stormed Bethel African Methodist Epis¬
copal camp meeting Sunday night All
the desperadoes were armed, and they
shot recklessly, wounding five" persons
and-putting the rest to flight. The eve¬
ning service came to nn abrupt close.
Two special policemen constitute the

administrative force ,o£ the camp. They
endeavored to break up tho game, where¬
upon the convicts opened Are on them
and chased them Into a cornfield, where
they were able to hide themselves In the
corn shocks.
A prayer was in progress when tho

escaped prisoners stampeded without
waiting for It to end.
They held up men, women and children.

Prom tho women t.hey took money and
jewelry and from the men and boys they
demanded revolvers and razors, of which
tnore seemed to be a considerable number
In the camp. At the food tent they d>-
mandod "dinner, quick,1' nnd got It,

VENTILATION FOR
CARS AND COACHES

Foreign Municipal Authorities
and Health Specialists

Interviewed.
(From Our Regular Correspondent.)
WASHINGTON, ß. C, August 8..Tho

generous and general endorsement which
the press lias given to the efforts of tho
metropolitiin boards of health to secure

bettor ventilation for street cars and
railway passenger coaches, as" an Initial
stop toward the improvement of tho ven¬

tilation of all public Utili ties, has appa-
rertly not only excited popular Interest In
this subject In tho United States, but Is
attracting attention from foreign muni¬
cipal -auhorltlcs and health epecalllsts.
People who would bo horrified at being
confined oven for a short tlmtì in a room
without ventilation submit to bolng
herded together in almost hermetically-
scaled Btreet care, where they' inhalo not
only the breath of tho het>>ogenous crowd
of-paesengors, out the ofttimes obnoxious
odors .clinging to tho clothing of those
engaged In certain occupations. Dr. J. E.
MonJaras, of Cüo city of Mexico, probably
the leading Mexican authority on this
subject,' and a porsonal friend of Surgeon-
General Wyman, of the United Btatcs
Marino Hospital Servlco, who has been
entertained at his beautiful Mexican
home, lias written interestingly on tho
contamination of the air under such cir¬
cumstances, treating not only of tho
danger of Infection, but of the unpleas¬
antness attending tho inhalation of the
various odors arising from a mass of
human beings.
"Man himself constitutes ono of tho

most.powerful elements in the contamina¬
tion of tho atmosphere," writes the Mexi¬
can physician, "Tho products of his
breathing are poisonous; the gases, vapors
of water, Intestinal gases, perspiration,
the parasites and parts of the skin itself
when taken off. some specific microbe-
organism when tho dweller suffers or Is
troubled with any disease which may be
transmitted through the. air;..the blood
or pus from wounds not entirely healed;
the articles and substances which ho
usée for- his food, comfort, or toilet, tho
cigars, etc.; the Impurities adhering to
his clothes or shoes, the. particles, tho
fibers which constantly conio off from
goods, from, furjfturo or from carpets,
which, being crushed and reduced to pow¬
der,by the feet,' mingle with the air. The
greater the number of dwellers or visi¬
tors in a given placo becomes, the more

liable to decomposition. the air of such a

place will be.
"Once we have succeeded in perceiving,

.through our senses, the presence of.-.car¬
bonic acid in a given place.for instance,
a theatre, church; etc.the respirable air
which, accordingv to hygienic principles
must be pure, will then .contain an enorl
mous quantity of germs, organic bodies in
a »tate of decay, deleterious gases, which
will tend to provoke a peculiar suscepti¬
bility on the part of the visitors to con¬

tract this or that infectious disease, and
will even engender tho^ same,"
From bis Observations* and-study oit the

subject, ad set forth at considerable
length, .Dr. MonJaras draws'a number of
deductions, one of them to' the effect

Jbat -when rooms or cars are .occupied by
persona suffering from contagious dis¬
eases, the air.may be tho main vehicle
for the transmission of. such diseases
to other persons, "according to the na¬

ture of the disease.as, for Instance, In¬
fluenza, scarlet fever, smallpox, diph¬
theria,, etc."
Commenting on this feature of· Dr.

MonjaTa'a remarks, a medical officer-.of
tho United States Marine Hospital .Ser¬
vice said to-day:
"Smallpox Is generally recognized as a

winter disease, but it Is doubtful If many
people realize why it is so much more'
prevalent in winter than In summer In
the summer the; windows are operi and
the air is constantly In circulation. In
the winter it Is the reverse, and the germs
have rnuoh greater opportunity to attack
and conditions are much more favorable
for their propagation. Smallpox Is much
more infectious in a hot. closed space in
winter than In an open, -well-ventilated
place in summer. Consequently, even if
a person whoso clothing was Impreg¬
nated with smallpox germs, should ride
about the city In an open street car, there
Would not be very much danger to those
sitting near, him; but. the same" person
in a winter car, -with the windows down
and doors closed, would be liable to in¬
fect every passenger. Light and air are
fatal to germs, and that is why smallpox
flourished most in badly lighted, illy-
ventllatod homes, from which the germs
are carried In the clothing of the In¬
mates and spread by contact In public
pluces, wiiero bad ventilation renders the
air favorable to infection, notably the
ordinary closed street-car/'

WORMS PRODUCE
COLORED COCOONS

Successful Experiments in Feed¬
ing Them with Colored

Leaves.
(Special to The Tlmes-DJspatch.)

WASHINGTON. D. C., August fl..Suc¬
cessful experiments In feeding silk worms
on various colored «ubstanccs so ? to
produce colored silk Is reported to the
State Department by John C. Covert,
United States consul at Lyons, France.
Consul Covert tolls of his visit to the lab¬
oratory of Aiesgrs. Comte and Lovrat.
where-the experiments have been carried
on. Ho said:
"Tho object of their studies was to dls-

coer, If possible, why some breeds ot
silk worms produce white silk, while oth¬
ers produce yellow, or a yellowish green
silk. Their experiments showed them that
tho natural coloring matterof the cocoons
was identical with the coloring matter
found in tito leaves. Tho experiments
firoyo that a coloring mutter Introduced
nto the intestines of a worm by moans
of food may, under certain conditions,
roach the silk through the· blood.
"One lot was fed on leaves dipped in

liquid to color them. Some of the leaves
the worms fed upon were colored a slight
red, and tho worms ate them as they eat
ordinary leaves in a natural condition.
They grew and developed as if fed on
common mulberry leaves. The general
color ot their bodies became a dark: red,
and tho blood extracted from them was
of an Intense red. When the cocoons were
formed a pink silk was reeled from them.
Tho entire cocoon was of a beaptlful red."

WEATHERPROPHETS
OF EARLY FUTURE

They Arc Arranging to Foretell
Rains, Storms and Sunshine

a Year Ahead.
Meteorologist havo long dreamed of be¬

ing ablo to forecast for a year In ad¬
vance. That dream is likely to be realiz¬
ed soon at tho new observatory to be
opened shortly on tho Blue lltdge Moun¬
tains, Bluemont, Va., tinder the direction
of Profoisor Willis L, Moore, chief of
the United StntoM Weather Bureau.
Tho new station Is to bo known as

Mount Weather. The buildings have been
already erected, nnd most of tho appa¬
ratus and instruments aro in pinco ready
for the observations. Tho main building
will be used for a school of lnstructon of
administrative purposes. The lirst floor
will bo devoted to the business 6f tho
Bureau; the second will bo used for liv¬
ing quarters; the third for laboratories,
and the roof for observing. Among many
interestng experiments to bo made are
to bo tests in the up'por nlr by means of
balloons nnd kites on scales never here¬
tofore attempted. For this purpose a.
suitablo plant has boon erected to gener¬
ate-large quantities of, hydrogen for the
balloons, which, with the kite«; will bo
constructed in a shop on tho premises. It.
IS tho present intention to limit tlie as¬
censions to about four miles In height, tho
immediato purpose being to measure the
temperatures and thermal gradients, thus
enabling the Bureau to prepare dally
Isothermal charts. A compiuto series of
ascensions will soon be made at Mount
Weather. Others will afterward be con¬
ducted in different parts of the country
in order that tho temperature conditions
In all claeses of cyclones and anti-cyclorte&
may bo observed. As the worn progresses
sorno high ascensions may bo attempted
.up to ton. or twelve miles.but since
Htorm movements uro practically limited
to tho strata within tour miles of the
ground, tho first group of ascensions will
be moderate elevations.
One of the most Important of tho

nchlevments that Is hoped to bo brought
about at tho new station is tho Instilla¬
tion of a hlgh-grn'de dolometer for meas¬
uring thcvinvlslblo solar radiations. This
radiation is believed by many students
to be largely responsible lor the actual
temperature of tho upper atmosphere. In
addition to this there will be a first-class
spoctro-holiograph for keepng a record
of the solar prominence, formulae and
snots prevailing at the time of making
the .weather forecasts. There will also
be an observatory equipped with all tho
modern instruments for observations In
atmospheric electricity and in magnet¬
ism,with the special object of making, a
research into the action of ions in the
atmosphere as forerunners of weather
conditions.
"The general purpose of the new od-

aervatory," aald Prof. Moore, "Is to
bring together for study under ono direc¬
tion the most valuable and practical ob¬
servations having * a direct bearing on
tho higher meteorology, which is now en¬

gaging the attention of many able physi¬
cians and astronomers.'""In this, field wo
shall find the best examples pf physical
and mathematical .problems, because It
Is nature's great laboratory. The atmos¬
pheric conditions at Mount Weather
could not be. better. The site is 1.800 feet
above the Bea level. It Is on a rldgo
overlooking the wide Sbenandoah Valley
to the west and the plains of Virginia
to the east. The station is ideally situ¬
ated on the crest "of the Blue Ridge
Mountains, six miles from Bluemont, Va.,
and fifty-nine ',' miles due west on the
Washington and Ohio, a branch of the
Southern railroad.
An equipment like this at such a place

will Induce great scientific activity and
generate an intellectual atmosphere which
win bo exceedingly favorable to the idea
of making it a "School for scientific me¬
teorological .research. The assistants in
charge of the various lines -of work will
form a strong corps of teachers, who
will Instruct, a new generation of men in
the great problems of meteorology,-which
each· day are receiving more and more
attention ,.as their importance la devel¬
oped.'

"It Ib evident that such'an Institution,·
having its beginning In the early-years
of the twentieth century, will have an
increased usefulness as .the years go by.
If organized according lo the demands of
the best science.-.The .subject of solar
physics" has already 'grow'pVto such- pro¬
portions that the British Association for
the Advancement of Science has set off
a solar physics observatol-y at Squth Ken¬
sington Vliich has. been·'putUiig forth
some valuable: results.·*; The'·safcir obser¬
vations of the Italians for tho lust thirty
years have became .Invaluable as a basis
for ihese studies, and the observatories
at Kalocsa,. Hungary, and at. Zurich aro
known to'au students for, their important
publications. In a'less direct manner sov-.
eral of the-great astronomical/ observato¬
ries aro deriving some-of their most val¬
uable discoveries in astro-physics, which
is another name for stellar meteorology.
Thus Potsdam, Paris. Lick, Yerkes, Har¬
vard and other-institutions' are working
zealously along these lines and filling out
the realm of human knowledge in a
manner undreamed of a century ago. *

"It may be asked why, with all this
wealth of material being secured in
other places, It should be Important for
the'-Weather Bureau to enter upon these
studies as well. The answer Is simple.
Those observatories, for one thing, spe¬
cialize along certain lines, and it is evi¬
dent that there should bo nt least one-
institution in the United. States where
these results aro brought together and
studied side by sido, so their combined
result at a given time can be worked out
harmoniously, and correlated'with the
prevailing weather conditions. Further¬
more,, tho publications of únese observa··
tlorrB of which I have been speaking aré
issued from the press aa much as two~to
four years after the observations are
actually mado, so that It is obvious that
these, lato reports have Ilttlo valuo In
practical forecasting. Wo have no inten¬
tion to enter upon tho' advance research
problems which rightly belong to special¬
ists, but wo Intend, rather, to adapt to
the uses of tho meteorologist and tho
forecaster such portions of tho well
known types of observatories as seem to
bo praotlcal for the immediate uso' oí
tho weather Bureatr/'
"How may weather bo determined a

yea:· In ndvancp?"
"It Is a very difficult ploco of science

that is involved in tho attempt to placo
tno forecasts of the «oason a year ahead
upon a roliublo basis," said Prof. Moore,
"íou see, to do so, wo must take account
or-several interrelated processes in na¬
ture, which depend upon tlio circulation
of the atmosphere, of tho oartli. In tho
start we must understand that tho
science of meteorology Is not contlned to
the atmosphere of tho earth. Tho
changes in th.o action of Uio atmosphere
of the nun precede the varlutlonu'iln tho
earth's air, which finally culminate, in a
certain typo of season. Thus our wot
and dry seasons, our warm and cold sum¬
mers und winters, rind all tho othor cli¬
matic differences first dopond upon the
persistence of special and luw areas of
pressure in orro locality or another. Now
thesev go back to tlio circulation of groat
current« In tho atmosphere, which eoorn
to,surge back and forth from ono nido of
tno earth to the other, or from tho
ocoans to the" continents. Finally, these
current« uro probably to tho soirxr sacl'«L¿tlon, which itsoif changes with the out¬
put of energy from the Interior of the
sun, Thu«, you seo, meteorology is really
a very closely allied but exceedingly dif¬
ficult branch of «o|ur physic«, nnd toBtudy It proporly one must havo a fullyequipped observatory dovotod especially
to such researches.
"On the Bun we count up tho numberof hydrogen Harnes or promlnorrcos «eon

on the edge from day to duy, and. from
a, discussion of the thirty years record in
riUuu, i|ioy are known to vary greatlyfrom year to year.. Similarly, the faou-
lae and spots havo their fluctuation« In
synchronous oyóles; and theso havo been
studied for marry years. Furthermore,the sun emit« energy in the form uf ? radi¬
ant light and invisibili heut, und by
means of »uitabla spectrum observation«
the variable «mount of this light and es¬
pecially tho invisible heat, curi bo reg)s-
ered from day. to day and from year to
year. Tlie result of these rebord« le .io
Indicati·.· that tho «un |s .In fact a grout
variable «tar, und tliut terrestial weather
changes In close synchronism With It,
Thor« is etili another register of the on-
orgy emitted by tho aun to ho found in
tho variations of tho earth's eléctrica]
and mugtiötlo Hold«, which Is", perhaps,
tho most «ensltive of all, nnd certainly
tho moat uccgaaililo to our measures.

Tho nowly discovered action of irons In
the atmosphoro of tho sun and the eartJ>
respectively, which aro now believed to
be the basis of the electrical and mag¬
netic manifestation.«, Is affording much
information upon this obscure subject,
arid It Is full of promise In practical in¬
vestigations. Langley has announced
that the lnvlsiblo radiant heat energy, as
measured In his holographs, varies from
season to season and from year to year.
Tho passage of an eclipse shadow through
the atmosphere changes the atmospherld
magnetism and electricity In the same
way that day and night modify them.
by cutting out the sun's rays. In a word,
the entire field of cosmlcal process forms
a complex pr6blom which especially con¬
cerns the meteorologist and should be
studied out by him for the benefit of
mankind, whoso Ufo and happiness de¬
pend so largoly upon the weather.".

THIEVES HAVE'fADS:
HERE ARE A FEW

Even thievery has Its fads. There are
specialists among burglars Just as there
ero specialists in tho learned professions.
And some of the specialties are from a
pollco standpoint more amusing than
otherwise.
"In some Instances this peculiarity is

so pronounced, and the'specialty stolen
so extraordinary, that I thoroughly be¬
lieve the thief must havo a mental nut
loose somewhere," said a prominent de-
tectlvo recently.
To give a case In point. A few months

ago the establishment of a Well-known
firm of opticians was broken Into. The
place contained a magnificent stock of
valuable lenses, microscopical Instru¬
ments, gold chains, gold rimmed 'pebbles,'
etc., worth several thousand dollars. But
did tho robber take any of-these things,
though they wero lying round ready to
his hand? Noi Ho simply selected
about a hundred gloss eyes and de¬
camped.
"Tho same thing happened about two

months later, when another shop of the
same description was broken Into. We
never discovered the thief, but doubtless
It was some one who had a mania for
collecting glass oyes, and^wàs even will¬
ing to risk his liberty In doing so.
"It Is scarcely credible What a number

of communion cups are stolen from dif¬
ferent churches ovory year, both here and
abroad. Though thoso cups aro valuable,
of course, I do not think they aro always
stolon for their worth alone. I know of
one Presbyterian church where every
communicant Is-provided with a separate
cup, and whore, during a single year,
210 of these miniature chalices have been
stolen. The very valuable largo Jewel
studded chalice and paten, liowev^er,
appear to have no fascination for tho
thief or thieves, though they might bo
as easily carried away as the small cups.
"All attempa to trace the miscreants

have failed. Meanwhile, numerous other
cases of stolon cups continue to be re¬

ported, and when wo do capture the bur¬
glars, and ask them to explain why thoy
commit such sacrilegious acts, they usu¬

ally refuse to answer.
"I think tho most curious case which

has ever come under my notice was that
of a man who was never able to resist,
stealing a wheelbarrow when he saw one.
I know for a fact that ho has been con¬

victed of this offense at least six times,
but as he is a man of exemplary char¬
acter and has never been known toCom¬
mit any other kind of misdemeanor the
magistrate usually lots, him ¡go-on hie
promising to return the barrow.¦.'...
"Indeed, he Is generally regarded as

being a little touched en the subject of
wheelbarrows,and when a victim finds he
has been deprived of his most Important
agricultural Implement ho promptly re¬

pairs to Mr. So and So, and either returns
In triumph with the barrow or the price
of it and a little bit over.
"There ls_a man "who. Is undergoing

Imprisonment at the present time.a con¬

firmed thief, but one who never-steals
anything' but toys.
